State Bonds. - 

The Finance Committee, acting under and by authority of House 
Joint Resolution No. 434, approved April 25, 1893, authorizing 
the destruction of certain bonds of the State which had been can- 
celled, burned five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) in bonds 
purchased by the State, and sixty- three thousand dollars ($63,000) 
in coupon bonds which had been exchanged for registered bonds. 

My predecessor in office brought suit against the Adams Express 
Company to compel the payment of taxes assessed by the Board 
of Equalization for the years 1889 and 1890. By advice of counsel 
these suits have been settled, the company paying $8,115.75 for 
each year, on the delayed payment, that being the amount paid by 
the company for the years 1891 and 1892, with interest at the rate 
of four per cent, per annum, and the cost of the suit. 

As Treasurer of the State of Connecticut, a temporary injunction 
was served on me and is still in force, restraining me from paying 
as directed by the last General Assembly, any part of the $19,000 
received from the United States for educational purposes, and also 
from paying any part of the interest on the funds known as the 
Agricultural College Bonds to the Storrs Agricultural College. 
The question as to its being made permanent, and other questions 
arising in the matter, will be determined by the Court.
